AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 10 — ^Ambassador-at-large W. 
Averell Harriman said today he does not beKeve that 
a pause in the bombing of North Vietnam would lead to 
^ace negotiations. 


Harriman, who had just 
fepent the night at President 
|johnson’s LBJ Ranch, said he 
lew of no evidence to sup- 
lort reports that a bombing 
ause is the key to reaching 
e peace table. 

Many moderate critics of 


[ the U.S. role in Vietnam have 
suggested that a temporary 
halt in the bombings would 
give the North Vietnamese a 
chance to signal any desire 
they might have for negotiat- 
ing an end of the war. 

But -Harriman said he 
agreed with conclusions 
reached by a British journalist, 
James Cameron, who has re- 
turned from a journey to 
North Vietnam and who be- 
lieves Hanoi is prepared to 
fight for years in hopes that 
the United States wiU tire 
and puU out 

Evidence Confirmed 

“My evidence confirms what 
the British correspondent re- 
ports,” Harriman said at a 
news conference here. “So I 
see no evidence to confirm the 
suggestions that are constant- 
ly being made that stopping 
the bombing vroi^d lead to 

negotiations.”

He had 
breakfast with 1V&-. Johnson, 
reporting on the recent Latin 
American forelign ministers’ 
conference, and thetai briefed 
reporters here. 

The President met 'with 
McNamara, Deputy Secretary 
of Defense Cyrus Vance and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff on 
the military budget for fiscal 
year 1967. 

Later he met with Secretairy 
of Commerce John T. Connor; 
NASA Administrator James 
E. Webb; the Presi'dent’s 
stnence adviser, Donjald Hor- 
nig; Budget Director Charles 
Schulftze; Glenn S e a h o r g, 
chiairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission; Secretany of 
Agriculture OrvilUe Freeman 
and Joseph A. Caldfano, a 
White House assistant.
